They were a sporty lot and 
would make a wager on anything, anytime, or any- 
way. There were numberous saloons, dance halls 
and gambling dens in the town. 

*At this time the roads were bad, travel was slow, 
in order to make a trip of a dozen miles, it required 
much preparation and time, and consequently the 
miners did not often leave town to seek amusement, 
It was at this time that the miners followed the 
most unique. sport of frog jumping or frog. racing. 
Several of the miners had their own frog ponds or 
‘stables where they spent many long days training

After some argument Stag or Ludrem remarked that 
he didn’t see anything about that frog that was any. 
better than any ordinary frog. In fact, according to 
the New Yorkers they could catch any ol’ frog from 
the town cistern that would beat Smiley’s frog. That 
was too much for Smiley, the bet was on and a frog 
jumping contest was to take place at once.

The town populace, knowing the jumping ability of 
Smiley’s frog were easy marks for the two boys. 
Smiley left his frog in the care of the strangers while 
he was off to catch the ‘‘ordinary frog”’ that the boys 3. 
had staked their money on.
